for the fall shows. 
The cauliflower 
is one of the most showy vegetab les 
for the fairs and flow'er and vege­ 
tab le show's in the fall. 


Its

makes the home-grown cauliflower 
a real economy. There are two fac­ 
tors essential to its successful cul­ 
ture, very rich soil and ab undant 
moisture.

In 
the small garden where cultivation 
is b y hand, they can b e set two 
feet apart. 
Hoe freely and water 
often, soaking, not sprinkling.

thoroughly and deeply at least once 
a week. This is the crucial period 
in the life of the cauliflower and 
if it suffers from drought at this 
period the development of the heads 
is retarded and stunted.

Richelieu, a t Cha mbly, they 
could not be porta ged on rollers.

Even there 
the • Inflex ible ha d to ha ve Its guns 
ta ken to It In deep wa ter on boa ts. For 
this inla nd la ke the Inflex ible wa s a 
rea l wa rship, a nd Arnold’s builders 
could not put a nything its equa l on the 
wa ter. The hea viest guns in both fleets 
were ca rried on wha t now would be 
known a s floa ting ba tteries. The Brit­ 
ish ha d six 34 pounders on wha t wa s 
ca lled a ra dea u, in English 
a ra ft.

By Oct. 11, 1776, both fleets were 
rea dy a nd sought ea ch other, meeting 
north of Crown Point, between Va l- 
cour Isla nd a nd the ma inla nd.

Ca rleton’s a rmy wa s stopped a t Crown 
Point, the ruins 
of its 
fort being 
shown In the a ccompa nying illustra ­ 
tion, a nd the America ns rested lower 
down a t Ticonderoga , which they held.| 
W ith winter a ga in coming on the Brlt-¡ 
Ish retrea ted into Ca na da . Arnold ha d, 
sa ved the la kes. The winter a nd spring' 
of 1775-1776 ha d seen the success of 
the America n siege of Boston a nd the 
fa ilure of the America n Inva sion of 
Ca na da . 
But inva sion from Ca na da 
ha d been dela yed a yea r a nd when i1 
a ga in ca me the America ns were pre^ 
pa red to stop it, a s they did a t Sa rw 
toga .
